As of Friday, Nelson 
County is represented by a 
new state Senator. Gov. 
Steve Beshear signed 
House Bill 1, a redistricting 
bill approved by the state 
Senate and House of 
Representatives, Friday 
afternoon. An emergency 
clause attached to the bill, 
caused it to go into effect as 
soon as it was signed. 

House Bill 1 changed the 
geographical boundaries of 
state Senate and House of 
Representative districts to 
even out population repre¬ 
sentation after the 2010 
Census figures had been 
released. 

State Senate District 15 
now includes Nelson and 
Bullitt counties and, as of 
Friday, is represented by 
State Sen. Vernie McGaha 


(R), who previously repre¬ 
sented Adair, Casey, Pulaski 
and Russell counties in 
south-central Kentucky, 
which was the state’s 15th 
Senate District before 
Friday. Although the 15th 
District moved, McGaha 
will continue to represent it. 

Before the redistricting 
bill was signed, Nelson 
County was in District 14, 
along with Marion, Mercer, 
Washington and Taylor 
counties, represented by 
Sen. Jimmy Higdon (R), 
Lebanon. Higdon was 
under the impression he 
would continue to represent 


Nelson County until Jan. 1, 
2013. He said he did not 
know an emergency clause 
was attached to House Bill 
1 until after he voted for it. 

“Most legislation goes 
into effect 90 days after it is 
passed,” Higdon said. “An 
emergency clause makes it 
go into effect immediately. I 
don’t know why it came out 
that way. I did not realize it 
had an emergency clause on 
it until Thursday.” 

Higdon said the insertion 
of an emergency clause into 
House Bill 1 might have 
been politically motivated. 

“The only sense I can 


make of it — it was a polit¬ 
ical one-up (by) the house 
leadership,” Higdon said. 

There are 59 Democrats 
and 41 Republicans in the 
Kentucky House of 
Representatives. 

Higdon said he has been 
calling residents explaining 
that he no longer represents 
Nelson County. 

The boundaries of 
Higdon’s 14th District were 
redrawn to include Lincoln 
County, losing Nelson 
County.

Accident claims life 
of New Hope woman 

Three teens also injured in crash

A New Hope woman died Friday night after a two-car 
collision on Woodlawn Road. 

Janice M. Hicks, 52, was pronounced dead at the scene 
by the Nelson County Coroner’s Office. Hicks was driving 
a 2003 Chevy Cavalier on Woodlawn Road just north of 
Early Times Boulevard around 11:10 p.m. when a 2000 
Pontiac Grand Prix driven by Stephanie Welch, 19, 
Bardstown crossed the center line, according to a press 
release from the Nelson County Sheriff’s Department. 

It appeared the accident happened around in a sharp 
right-hand curve and the vehicles struck head-on, accord¬ 
ing the Nelson County Sheriff Deputy Reece Riley. 

Hicks, who worked second shift at American Greetings, 
was just getting off work when the accident happened, 
according to a Nelson County Coroner’s Office report. 

Welch and two passengers, Kimberly Cornell, 18 and 
the owner of the Pontiac, and a juvenile, who was not 
named in the report, were transported to Flaget Memorial 
Hospital by Nelson County EMS. Welch and the juvenile 
passenger were then transported to University of 
Louisville Hospital because of the severity of their injuries. 

Welch and the juvenile passenger were likely wearing 
seat belts, according to the press release, but it was not 
known whether Cornell was wearing one at the time of the 
accident. The report had no information about whether 
Hicks was wearing a seat belt. 

The coroner’s report stated Hicks’ body was taken to the 
Medical Examiners Office in Louisville for an autopsy to 
determine the exact cause of death. 

No charges have been filed by the sheriff’s department 
but an investigation of the accident continues. 


Ordinance mandates 
election of city chief, too 

Dual fire chiefs still in question

About 240 square miles of Nelson County are contained 
within two fire districts that generally work together, shar¬ 
ing firefighters and equipment alike: the City of 
Bardstown Fire Department and the Bardstown-Nelson 
County Volunteer Fire Department, Inc., a nonprofit often 
referred to as the “corporation.” 

But since a corporation election Jan. 16, it is unclear 
whether that area will have one chief or — perhaps for the 
first time — two. 

Chief Anthony Mattingly has overseen the two depart¬ 
ments since 2005, but on Monday, the city’s first assistant 
chief, Marlin Howard, reportedly won the corporation’s 
election by a vote of 32-12. It may be the first time the two 
departments haven’t shared a chief, local officials say. 

Mattingly declined to comment on the vote, while 
Howard stated he was looking forward to his time as chief. 
Meanwhile, Bardstown Mayor Bill Sheckles insisted hav¬ 
ing two chiefs was not an option. 

On Friday, Sheckles was still working to resolve the sit¬ 
uation as the city realized that, by ordinance, the City of 
Bardstown department, too, should have held an election. 

The corporation holds annual elections for chief, but it 
doesn’t appear the City of Bardstown department has held 
elections in recent years; instead, that fire chief has been 
appointed by Bardstown’s mayor. 

However, it has come to light that a city ordinance man¬ 
dates the city chief, too, is subject to an election. 

The ordinance reads: “After an election by the members, 
the name of an individual shall be recommended for 
appointment by the Mayor. Upon receipt of said recom¬ 
mendation from the members of the Fire Department, the 
Mayor shall appoint the Chief for a one-year term with 
approval of the City Council. In the case of denial or

Nelson County Circuit 
Court Clerk Diane 
Thompson participated in 
the 2011 Circuit Clerks Fall 
College that took place Nov. 
15-17 at the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
Conference Center in 
Frankfort. The 
Administrative Office of the 
Courts provided the educa¬ 
tion program for the state’s 
circuit court clerks. The 
theme for the event was 
Building Excellence in 
Changing Times. 

“The Office of Circuit 
Court Clerk provides impor¬ 
tant services for the public 
and judicial system and the 
college offered information 
to help us carry out those 
duties,” said Stephanie 
King-Logsdon, McLean 
County circuit court clerk 
and president of the 
Kentucky Association of 
Circuit Court Clerks. “We 
attended an in-depth session 
on processing case appeals, 
covered handling and dis¬ 
posing of evidence and 
heard from other circuit 
clerks about their best prac¬ 
tices.” 

Chief Justice of Kentucky 
John D. Minton Jr. was the 
keynote speaker for the col¬ 
lege. The clerks also heard 
from AOC Director Laurie 
K. Dudgeon and AOC 
Budget Director Carole 
Henderson, who provided 
an update on the Judicial 
Branch budget and upcom¬ 
ing legislation.

They 
provide professional record¬ 
keeping, receive money due 
the courts, pay money to 
required parties and to the 
state, record legal docu¬ 
ments, provide legal docu¬ 
ments and other legal mate¬ 
rials, maintain the jury sys¬ 
tem, administer oaths, han¬ 
dle affidavits and issue driv¬ 
er licenses and non-driver 
ID cards. 

Administrative Office 
of the Courts 

The AOC is the opera¬ 
tions arm for the state court 
system and supports the 
activities of nearly 3,300 
court system employees and 
403 elected justices, judges 
and circuit court clerks. The 
AOC Division of Judicial 
Branch Education provides 
continuing education for the 
elected officials. As the fis¬ 
cal agent for the state court 
system, the AOC also exe¬ 
cutes the Judicial Branch 
budget.

Hungry, thirsty or bored? Let's find out

Have you ever said these 
words, “I’m hungry!”? 

I’m going to bet 100 per¬ 
cent of us have uttered 
those words, and probably 
most of us said it today! The 
deal is though —are you 
really? 

How do you know when 
you’re truly hungry? 

That’s an excellent ques¬ 
tion because so many of us 
really don’t know. We don’t 
understand the difference 
between hunger, thirst and 
sometimes, recreational 
eating for the sake of eat¬ 
ing. Why is this? 

I believe there are many 
reasons and strangely 
enough, most of which 
we’re not 100 percent 
aware! A lot of us cannot 
read our body’s internal sig¬ 
nals. We confuse hunger 
with thirst. We’re not drink¬ 
ing enough water and con-

sequently, we mistake thirst 
for hunger. So a good self 
check before you head for 
the fridge is to gauge how 
much water you’ve drunk 
so far that day. How much 
do you need? More than 
you think! And no, not all 
liquid counts as hydration. 


Some beverages such as tea 
and coffee dehydrate. 
Personally, I drink a mini¬ 
mum of four 24-ounce bot¬ 
tles of water a day. I work 
out and run; I drink coffee, 
so I need that much water. 
On a particularly hot day, I 
will drink more. 

Is that amount of water 
appropriate for you? Not 
necessarily! I could be 
taller, weigh more, move 
more, sweat more and 
therefore, have more need 
for 96 ounces of water a day 
than you. The deal is get¬ 
ting in touch with your own 
inner signals to figure it all 
out. A good test to find out 
whether it’s hunger or thirst 
is to drink an 8-ounce glass 
of water at the first sign of 
hunger, then wait 15 min¬ 
utes (remember, we can do 
ANYTHING for 15 min¬ 
utes, include waiting to eat). 
If you’re truly hungry, that 
hungry feeling won’t go 
away and by all means, it’s 


time to eat. If you weren’t 
hungry, you’ll be just fine 
and a little more hydrated. 

If you’re eating out of 
boredom, you know the 
cure already. Keep track of 
what and when you’re eat¬ 
ing. Keep a food journal 
(this includes everything, 
even water) before proceed¬ 
ing to the next level (eat¬ 
ing). If you’re dealing with 
boredom, make a list of 
things to do other than eat 
and do one of them. If 
you’re hungry, find some¬ 
thing healthy to nosh on 
and enjoy it. Snacking is 
actually encouraged in my 
book, Body Clutter. It’s the 
grazing aspect of eating that 
is discouraged. We’re 
human beings with one 
stomach, not cows with 
several. 

All of us get hungry, but 
sometimes we’re just thirsty 
or bored! Get in touch with 
what real hunger is and get 
to know the difference.

A lot of trouble for Capt. Schettino 


Capt. Franceso Schettino 
is, indeed, in a mess of 
trouble. 

For more than a week the 
eyes of the world have been 
on him and the trouble he 
created when he decided to 
deviate off course. 

On a whim, he decided to 
steer his luxury cruise ship, 
Costa Concordia, a little 
closer to Giglio to salute an¬ 
other cruise ship commander 
who was staying on the 
island. Schettino’s departure 
from the planned course 
created havoc when the ship 
ran into some rocky terrain 
that punched a hole in the 
vessel. 

Chaos ensued, the lights 
went out and the ship started 
taking on water. It was 
sinking. 

As captain, Schettino had 
the responsibility to contain 
the chaos. His job was to get 
his passengers safely off the 
sinking ship, call the Coast 
Guard for help and control 
the panic. 

Reports that have come 
out during the last few days 
show he did none of that. 

In fact, he did the opposite 
of what a captain is supposed

to do — he abandoned ship. 

His excuse, according to 
one news story, was he 
tripped, fell overboard and 
landed in a lifeboat. His 
excuse would have been 
almost comical if people 
hadn’t been killed and in¬ 
jured in the wreck. 

When an Italian Coast 
Guard commander ques¬ 
tioned Schettino about why 
he wasn’t on the ship helping 
with evacuation and rescue 
efforts, the captain re¬ 
portedly said he was 
coordinating from the 
lifeboat. He all but refused to 
get back on the ship to 
evaluate the situation and de¬ 


termine how many other pas¬ 
sengers were still on board. 

One news report said he 
“tripped” off the ship when 
about 300 passengers were 
still on board. That meant a 
large percentage of the ship’s 
4,200 passengers — which 
included about 1,000 crew 
members — were off the 
ship at the time of his de¬ 
parture. But it still meant he 
left hundreds of people 
stranded, scared and fearing 
for their lives. 

In most of our minds, 
that’s not what a captain 
does. A captain stays on the 
ship until the last person is 
off. It’s his responsibility to 
make sure all efforts are 
made to ensure the last pas¬ 
senger’s safety. I guess 
Schettino never heard the ex¬ 
pression, “A captain goes 
down with his ship.” 

That’s not to say Schettino 
should have died on the ship. 
Yes, there was chaos. It was 
dark and the ship was taking 
on water. But it wasn’t 
sinking so fast that it was a 
sink or swim situation. By 
the reports that have come 
out after the incident, it 
shows Schettino had time to 


stay on the ship and coor¬ 
dinate efforts with the 
remaining passengers and 
the Coast Guard. But appar¬ 
ently his own survival 
instincts were stronger than 
his captain’s training. 

Rescue workers sus¬ 
pended their search for the 
remaining passengers Friday 
because the ship had shifted 
creating a hazard for divers 
still looking for people. At 
least 11 people are Imown 
dead and 21 are still missing. 
Schettino is facing possible 
charges of manslaughter, 
shipwreck and abandoning 
ship for his actions around 
that fateful night. 

It’s hard to fight those sur¬ 
vival instincts but as a 
captain of the ship Schettino 
had the duty to stay on 
board. His job title and po¬ 
sition holds him to a 
different level of responsi¬ 
bility than other crew 
members. The world is dis¬ 
appointed with Schettino and 
his actions that night. Let’s 
hope he finally sees the error 
of his ways and starts taking 
responsibility for what he 
has done and the lives he has 
cost. 


Dr. King still occupies our hearts 


On this year’s Martin 
Luther King Day, I decided 
to reread the “Beyond 
Vietnam” speech Dr. King 
delivered at the Riverside 
Church in New York, a year 
to the day before he was as¬ 
sassinated. It’s important to 
note that Dr. King was criti¬ 
cized and vilified for this 
speech — by the media, 
politicians and even by 
people in his own 
movement. But I was struck 
by how brave and prophetic 
his views were back in 1967. 
And how brave and 
prophetic these same views 
are today. 

I’d like to share just four 
of my favorite passages from 
this speech, and make some 
connections to the situation 
we face today. 

No. 1: “These are revolu¬ 
tionary times. All over the 
globe men are revolting 
against old systems of ex¬ 
ploitation and oppression 
and out of the wombs of a 
frail world new systems of 
justice and equality are being 
bom. The shirtless and 
barefoot people of the land 
are rising up as never before. 

Could you get a better 
prediction of the “Arab 
Spring” that took place in 
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2011 in Tunisia, Egypt and 
Libya? 

No. 2: “I am convinced 
that if we are to get on the 
right side of the world revo¬ 
lution, we as a nation must 
undergo a radical revolution 
of values. We must rapidly 
begin the shift from a ‘thing- 
oriented’ society to a 
‘person-oriented’ society. 
When machines and com¬ 
puters, profit motives and 
property rights are con¬ 
sidered more important than 
people — the giant triplets of 
racism, materialism, and 
militarism are incapable of 
being conquered.” 

Dr. King hits all the right 
nails squarely on the head in 
this passage — the housing 


bubble caused by predatory 
lending to minorities, the 
corporate greed, the two un¬ 
funded and unnecessary 
wars waged simultaneously 
in Afghanistan and Iraq. 
Bingo! 

No. 3: “A true revolution 
of values will soon cause us 
to question the fairness and 
justice of many of our past 
and present policies. On the 
one hand we are called to 
play the good Samaritan on 
life’s roadside; but that will 
be only an initial act. One 
day we must come to see 
that the whole Jericho road 
must be transformed so that 
men and women will not be 
constantly beaten and robbed 
as they make their journey 
on life’s highway. True com¬ 
passion is more than flinging 
a coin to a beggar; it is not 
haphazard and superficial. It 
comes to see that an edifice 
which produces beggars 
needs restructuring.” 

This passage is a beautiful 
precursor to the Occupy 
Movement’s highlighting of 
the structural inequities in 
our economy. A candidate 
giving a poor woman $50 at 
a political rally may be kind 
— but it is not true com¬ 
passion. True compassion 


would restructure the system 
that caused her poverty. 

And finally, No. 4: “We 
can no longer afford to 
worship the god of hate or 
bow before the altar of retali¬ 
ation. History is cluttered 
with the wreckage of nations 
and individuals that pursued 
this self-defeating path of 
hate. As Arnold Toynbee 
says : ‘Love is the ultimate 
force that makes for the 
saving choice of life and 
good against the damning 
choice of death and evil. 
Therefore the first hope in 
our inventory must be the 
hope that love is going to 
have the last word.’” 

I think if Dr. King were 
alive today, he would be right 
in the midst of the Occupy 
Movement. He’d be coun¬ 
seling them to be intelligent, 
just, and to speak up loudly 
and clearly — but without 
indulging in hatred of the 
“one-percenters.” So protest. 
Demand economic justice. 
Stay totally non-violent and 
keep hammering away — 
but make sure that, first of 
all, love has occupied your 
heart. 
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Why do they get rich? 


Stephanie Cutter, an ad¬ 
viser to the Obama 
re-election campaign, wrote 
a scathing memo the other 
day about Mitt Romney’s 
experience at Bain Capital, 
subtitled “Profit at Any 
Cost.” 

Cutter sounded like a 
sworn enemy of private 
equity. Except a few years 
ago, she was a spokes¬ 
woman for J.C. Flowers, a 
private-equity firm. Why do 
work for J.C. Flowers when 
there are so many other 
worthy ventures needing 
communications help that 
don’t make insane amounts 
of money and pay in¬ 
credibly well? 

Presumably Cutter 
wanted to be as well-com¬ 
pensated as possible, by J.C. 
Flowers and the “several 
Fortune 500 companies” 
her communications firm 
served, according to her bio. 
This is utterly unremarkable 
but for the fact that she is 
part of an Obama team that 
argues there is something 
inherently wrong with 
income inequality. In his 
signature Osawatomie, 

Kan., speech, President 
Barack Obama asserted that 
rising inequality hampers 
those at the bottom. If that’s 
so, shouldn’t the people 
around him endeavor to 
keep from adding to the in¬ 
justice by making too much 
money? 

But none of them goes 
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out and gets poor. Very few 
of them, it seems, even go 
out and get middle class. 
They get rich. Many of 
them climb right into the 1 
percent. Obama economic 
adviser Alan Krueger gave 
a speech recently lamenting 
the shrinking middle class, 
without mentioning that the 
reason for its diminishment 
is that so many people have 
risen all the way out of the 
middle. By Krueger’s (per¬ 
verse) standard, major 
Obama officials have heed¬ 
lessly contributed to the 
destruction of the American 
middle class by earning too 
much. 

Consider only the chief 
of staffs. President Obama’s 
new chief of staff, Jacob 
Few, made $1.1 million in 
one year working for Citi¬ 
group. His prior chief of 
staff, William Daley, made 
$8.7 million in roughly one 
year working for JPMorgan 


Chase. His original chief of 
staff, Rahm Emanuel, made 
$16 million working for an 
investment firm. Judging by 
this record, President 
Obama only feels com¬ 
fortable entrusting his 
affairs to men who have 
earned outrageous paydays. 

The Obama 1-percenters 
abound. President Obama’s 
first national economic di¬ 
rector, Farry Summers, 
earned $600,000 as pres¬ 
ident of Harvard, then went 
to a hedge fund where he 
made $5 million in one 
year, before joining the ad¬ 
ministration. His first 
budget director, Peter 
Orszag, left to make $2 
million to $3 million a year 
at Citigroup. His current 
national-security adviser, 
Tom Donilon, got $7 
million from his work at 
Fannie Mae from 2000 to 
2003. 

Certainly Obama’s top 
aides don’t have to make 
millions in finance, but 
they’d almost have to go out 
of their way not to get rich. 
In the aggregate, they are 
smart, highly educated and 
hard-working. They tend to 
marry people with the same 
characteristics. They have 
relatively stable families. 
They have success — 
indeed, the 1 percent — 
written all over them. They 
probably would be scan¬ 
dalized to work at a 
private-sector job paying 


“only” $50,000, the median 
household income in the 
U.S. 

In a report that has the 
tone of a revelation about it, 
The New York Times dis¬ 
covered the 1 percent is a 
“varied group, one that in¬ 
cludes podiatrists and 
actuaries, executives and 
entrepreneurs, the self- 
made and the silver spoon 
set.” By one estimate, the 1 
percent starts at households 
making $380,000 a year. 
That means in 2005, 
Michelle Obama alone was 
almost making enough to 
hoist the Obama household 
into the dreaded 1 percent 
with her $316,962 job at the 
University of Chicago Hos¬ 
pital. 

Is it too much to ask that 
one high-profile Obama of¬ 
ficial leave government and 
refuse to make more than 
$70,000 a year out of soli¬ 
darity with the middle class 
and commitment to income 
equality? Of course it is. 
Just as the definition of a 
depression is when 
someone else loses a job, 
greed is when someone else 
makes a lot of money. For 
anyone hoping to get to the 
top, the collective message 
of current and former 
Obama officials should be 
clear: Do as they do, not as 
they say.

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You know-it-alls who 
think unemployment is the 
most urgent crisis facing the 
nation are wrong, I’ve 
learned from watching a 
zillion Republican cam¬ 
paign ads on television this 
week. All you deficit 
hawks, rise-of-China wor¬ 
ry warts and alarmed 
observers of the Iranian nu¬ 
clear program are wrong, 
too, and should stop both¬ 
ering yourselves with 
trifles. 

One of Mitt Romney’s 
spots ends by laying out the 
nation’s top priority in no 
uncertain terms. Voters 
should support Romney, the 
narrator says, because 
“beating Obama is the most 
important issue.” 

Am I the only one to find 
that weird? I understand 
why trying to engineer Pres¬ 
ident Obama’s defeat would 
be an urgent priority for 
Romney, who wants to 
move his family into the 
White House, but why 
should it be more important 
to voters than, say, boosting 
the economy or reducing 
the debt? Why shouldn’t the 
focus be on policies and re¬ 
sults? 

All right, I know how 
naive this sounds. I’m fully 
aware of the political calcu¬ 
lation: Politics is about 
winning, and the best way 
for a Republican to win this 
year is to make Obama the 
issue. All the GOP con¬ 
tenders, to varying degrees, 
have sought to demonize 
the president. 

And it’s true that the re- 
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maining candidates are 
spending just as much time 
and money trying to de¬ 
monize one another. 
Romney is portrayed as a 
mushy, flip-flopping mod¬ 
erate in disguise, Newt 
Gingrich and Rick San- 
torum as business-as-usual 
Washington insiders, Ron 
Paul as a nutty crackpot. 
Whoever emerges as the 
nominee, Republicans have 
already done a lot of the 
Obama campaign’s work. 

(I don’t think I saw a 
single ad attacking Rick 
Perry, who quit the race 
Thursday.) 

I’m also aware that elec- 
tability has become a major 
selling point for voters here, 
perhaps even more im¬ 
portant than credentials as a 
dyed-in-the-wool conser¬ 
vative. Especially for 
Romney — whose record 
as Massachusetts governor 
is enough to make many 
South Carolina Republicans 
faint dead away — sticking 
with the “I can beat 
Obama” line may be the 


only viable choice. 

Still, there’s a nasty edge 
to the discourse here. It’s 
striking that, in a state 
where unemployment is at 
9.9 percent, the last 
message Romney decides to 
send voters before the 
primary is not “jobs” or 
“growth” — but rather, 
“We’ve got to get rid of this 

guy.” 

From the sound of it, this 
whole thing isn’t political. 
It’s personal. 

The candidates go back 
and forth across the state, 
exhorting voters to “take the 
country back,” and I 
wonder: Take it back from 
whom? Did somebody 
stage a coup, or maybe a 
heist? Who’s in possession 
of this country of yours? 
And what makes it yours, 
not theirs? 

Romney and Gingrich, 
especially, have taken pains 
to create the impression that 
there is something alien and 
illegitimate about the 
Obama presidency. They 
portray Obama not as a po¬ 
litical opponent but as a 
usurper. 

Gingrich has been 
shamelessly beating this 
drum for a long time. Re¬ 
member his bizarre 
allegation that “Kenyan, 
anti-colonial behavior” was 
somehow the key to under¬ 
standing what Obama was 
trying to accomplish? That 
turned out to be just the be¬ 
ginning. At practically 
every opportunity, he rails 
about how Obama is a 
“food stamp president.” 


At Monday’s debate in 
Myrtle Beach, Gingrich 
doubled down on his lan¬ 
guage characterizing poor 
people as lazy and ignorant, 
then practically dared 
anyone to accuse him of 
race-baiting. He should 
consider himself accused. 

Romney’s approach, 
however, is more subtle. On 
Monday, he made the pitch 
that Obama had to be re¬ 
placed right now, because if 
he remains in office for four 
more years, the country will 
be transformed into “some¬ 
thing we wouldn’t 
recognize.” Bingo. 

The Obama adminis¬ 
tration, to state the obvious, 
doesn’t look like any of its 
predecessors. In its di¬ 
versity, however, it does 
look a lot like the nation. 

When I was growing up 
in South Carolina, the 
state’s political leadership 
was all white and all male, 
and the Confederate flag 
flew proudly above the 
statehouse in Columbia. On 
Wednesday night, Gov. 
Nikki Haley (R), who is of 
Indian descent, gave the 
annual State of the State ad¬ 
dress; when she finished, 
state Rep. Bakari Sellers 
(D), who is African 
American, gave the oppo¬ 
sition’s response. 

From the evidence, 
voters here have more ca¬ 
pacity for dealing with 
change than the Republican 
candidates seem to think.

Sheckles delivers end-of-year report to Rotary 


Alleged armed robber 
opts to go to trial

Bardstown and Nelson 
County’s antiquated tax 
structure may put the city 
and county at a disadvantage 
when it comes to job cre¬ 
ation, Bardstown Mayor Bill 
Sheckles told members of 
the Bardstown Rotary Club 
Wednesday at a meeting in 
the Chapel at Spalding Hall. 

“We are very fortunate to 
have the lowest occupational 
tax in the whole state. We 
have no insurance tax we 
impose on our residents,” 
Sheckles said. “And to a cer¬ 
tain degree that puts us at a 
disadvantage.” 

Sheckles told Rotary Club 
members as mayor, he want¬ 
ed to do two things: to make 
sure the city had enough 
money to provide services 
the community needs and 
expects and secondly, “to 
help out economic improve¬ 
ment so we can possibly 
recruit new businesses and 
bring new jobs to our com¬ 
munity so as our kids grow 
up they won’t have to leave 
and go to other communi¬ 
ties,” he added. 

Mayor Sheckles again 
stressed the need for reform¬ 
ing the tax structure in 
Bardstown and Nelson 
County when he was asked 
about the possibility of a cre¬ 
ating a convention center in 
Bardstown. 

“One area I hear repeated¬ 
ly is we don’t have a conven¬ 
tion center for meetings that 
are large enough to host 
groups and we are missing 
the boat,” Rotary Club 
member Jamie Sizemore 


said. “Do you agree with 
that?” 

“I agree 100 percent,” 
Sheckles said. “As far as this 
convention center, yes we do 
need one, but we are missing 
the boat on a lot of things. 
But we can’t do it on the 
basic tax structure we have 
now.” 

Sheckles said he had 
talked to Nelson County 
Judge Executive Dean Watts 
about the need for a conven¬ 
tion center to accommodate 
large groups and the only 
place that was suitable was 
Quality Inn. 

“I have talked to (Watts) 
several times about how we 
could probably change this 
structure around and not be a 
burden on most,” Sheckles 
said. 

According to Sheckles, 
the county does not have a 
tax structure that would 
encourage the growth of a 
convention center. 

“We have an antiquated 
tax structure in Nelson 
County,” Sheckles said. 
“Most cities we are compet¬ 
ing for jobs, for factory loca¬ 
tions or relocations, or 
industries coming to town, 
they have insurance taxes, 
they have an occupational 
license fee that accommo¬ 
dates money coming into the 
coffers.” 

Some communities in 
Kentucky give land to indus¬ 
tries as an incentive for mov¬ 
ing into the area, but in 
Nelson County, the land has 
to be sold to the industries, 
according to Sheckles. 

In 2011, Bardstown lost 
two companies to Hardin 
County, one to Mayfield and 


one to Madisonville, 
Sheckles said. The compa¬ 
nies chose to move to those 
areas because those commu¬ 
nities offered more incen¬ 
tives than Bardstown, 
Sheckles explained. 

“Bardstown is a great 
location and our economy is 
good, but we do not have tax 
fund structure to help get the 
incentives these people are 
putting us up against right 
now and that’s the downfall,” 
he said. 

In other news: 

Sheckles recapped major 
events from his first year as 
mayor in 2011 and discussed 
his goals for 2012. 

•The city passed an occu¬ 
pational tax ordinance in 
August after months of 
sometimes-heated discus¬ 
sion among city council 
members. Beginning Jan 1, 
employees in Bardstown city 
limits pay 0.5 percent of 
their income starting at the 
first dollar up to $100,000. 

“We did things that need¬ 
ed to get done and made 
compromises,” Sheckles 
said about the occupational 
tax. “But it worked out.” 

•Sheckles said he was 
working with the Kentucky 
League of Cities on legisla¬ 
tion that could change how 
revenue generated by the 
restaurant tax is distributed. 
He told Rotary Club mem¬ 
bers he would propose legis¬ 
lation to allow cities to 
authorize the city or the 
mayor to give a minimum of 
25 percent to the tourism 
commission. Currently, 100 
percent of the revenue gen¬ 
erated by the restaurant tax 


goes to the tourism commis¬ 
sion. 

“What is on the agenda in 
the Kentucky League of 
Cities is to allow cities class 
1-6 to allow a minimum of 
25 percent to go to the 
tourism commission,” 
Sheckles said. “The remain¬ 
ing funds will go to the, con¬ 
struction of a pool, or quali¬ 
ty of life issues or recreation 
stuff.” 

Bardstown is considered a 
class four city. The restau¬ 
rant tax currently brings in 
about $400,000 per year, 
Sheckles said. 

Sheckles said the city 
could increase the restaurant 
tax by 2 to 3 percent if the 
proposed legislation is 
passed. 

• The city annexed all of 
the areas inside KY 245 to 
Springfield Road. 

• City Council members 
passed an amended budget 
after saving money on insur¬ 
ance rates for employees. 

•Sheckles said Bardstown 
Cable expanded in 2011. 
Bardstown Cable extended 
lines to Chaplin and 
Lairfield and added channel 
6 and channel 19 to its pro¬ 
gramming, Sheckles said. 

• Sheckles said the city 

restructured beats in the 
Bardstown Police 

Department. The police 
department was divided into 
three different patrol beats 
and expanded walking beats. 

“We feel by doing that we 
will be more visible and we 
can control some issues in 
our neighborhoods. So far 
that has worked out very 
well,” Sheckles said.

Proposed drawings for New Haven’s new senior, community center presented

More than two hours of 
the New Haven Board of 
Commissioners meeting 
Thursday was spent in dis¬ 
cussion of a proposed Senior 
and Community Center for 
the city 

In preparation of a grant 
to be submitted to the 
Lincoln Trail Area 
Development District, New 
Haven obtained the services 
of an architectural firm out 
of Versailles, Campbell and 
Associates. Gordon 

Campbell, owner of the 
company, was on hand to 
deliver a presentation to the 
board of a variety of draft 
designs of the building. 
After taking direction from 
the board and a select com¬ 
mittee working on the pro¬ 
posed uses of the building, 
Campbell composed a 
schematic to include all the 
options requested and also 
prepared two other options 
for consideration. With the 
grant the city is seeking set 
at $500,000 the first option 
contained the minimum 
amount of options request¬ 
ed. In order to complete the 
design as the board had 
hoped, the cost estimate 
would be an additional 
$100,000 to $150,000. 

Costs included renovating 
a section of Barry Hall, and 
adding the Community 
Center on as an additional 
wing. Campbell suggested 


taking funds for paving the 
parking lot out of the pro¬ 
posal and paying it out of a 
separate fund or seeking to 
sell bonds to generate addi¬ 
tional money. 

Commissioner Freddy 

DeWitt quickly said he was 
against going into debt in 
order to do this. Mayor Bob 
Johnson said he too was 
concerned about any costs to 
the city, but he wanted to 
make sure the building, if 
constructed, would be used. 
He said his main concern 
was that the building would 
generate income through 
rentals for parties, weddings 
and other events and that 
was the main reason for tak¬ 
ing this action. 

Renovations to the older 
part of the building would 
include elevating the ceiling, 
adding more insulation and 
demolition of a wall con¬ 
necting the new addition. 
Campbell added that since it 
will be used by seniors on a 
regular basis, bathroom 
facilities would need to be 
handicap accessible and in a 
more private setting. The 
board agreed to discuss the 
matter further prior to the 
next meeting. 

In a related matter, 
Campbell insisted that his 
services be compensated as 
the project progressed while 
Commissioner Donnie Cecil 
countered that since the 
board had yet agreed to 
accept his work, payment 
should come after it is

approved. After lengthy dis¬ 
cussion, the board did 
decide to pay Campbell at 
this time with assurances 
that no further costs would 
be incurred unless drastic 
changes were made by the 
board. Payment for his serv¬ 
ices amounted to $5,400. 

The board passed on first 
reading a budget amend¬ 
ment to increase expendi¬ 
tures for the current year by 


$28,500, due to an unex¬ 
pected sewer pump failure 
and the need to replace it 
and to cover the architects 
bill for the Senior and 
Community Center propos¬ 
al. 

Steve Willard, of HMB 
Engineering, was on hand to 
discuss some issues with the 
Sewer Rehab project that is 
nearing completion. 

Approximately $90,000 is 


left in the budget for work 
yet to be done on Park 
Avenue. He also defended 
his action in regard to a 
house at 291 Center St., 
which had inadequate lines 
to hookup to the sewer. The 
owner of the residence had 
requested reimbursement of 
costs he incurred in com¬ 
pleting the hookup to anoth¬ 
er line leading into the 
house. The city denied pay¬ 


ment saying it was outside of 
the city right of way and 
easement. 

Waste Management, who 
contracts for the city’s 
garbage pickup, will now 
allow one large item each 
week to be placed with each 
garbage pickup rather than 
have one bulky item pickup 
a year as has been done in 
the past.

GREENSBURG 
Winning regional champi¬ 
onships and cutting down 
the nets is becoming a habit 
for James “Boo” Brewer 
and his Bardstown Tigers. 

Bardstown added to last 
year’s small-school and 
overall region title laurels 
by blasting host Green 
County 75-52 Friday night 
in the finals of the 
Touchstone Energy 5th 
Region All A Classic. 

The Tigers (15-5) now 
advance to this week’s 
statewide All A Classic in 
Frankfort. They’ll play 11th 
Region representative 
Lexington Christian 
Academy (13-6) at 11:30 
a.m. Thursday in first- 


round play at the Farnham 
Dudgeon Civic Center. 

“It’s always a good feel¬ 
ing to win championships,” 
senior guard Jordan Brewer 
said. 

“It feels extra good 
because this is my senior 
year and it’s my last 
chance,” said fellow senior 
Cody Ramos. “Winning 
two in a row is very nice.” 

Bardstown appeared on 
its way to an easy win by 
scoring the game’s first 
seven points.

Too much Jones as Green knocks out B’town

GREENSBURG — Heading into 
Friday night’s championship game in 
the 5th Region All A Classic, 
Bardstown coach Paul Stone knew his 
Tigers would need to play a near-per¬ 
fect game to pull off a major upset 
over host Green County. 

Unfortunately for Stone, his team 
managed only one first quarter field 
goal and fell to the Dragons 72-39. 

“I think the pressure of the game 
got to my kids. All day they were 
hearing about going to state and I 
think the pressure of realizing they 
were in the championship game got to 
them,” he said. “I could see it in their 
eyes before the game.” 
Led by Western Kentucky-bound 
Micah Jones, the winners scored the 
first eight points of the game. Keonna 
Stone hit an inside shot to get the 
Tigers (9-11) on the board after three 
minutes had gone by in the period. 
Green County (15-5) went on another 
12-0 tear to expand the lead to 20-2. 

Tiger senior Abbie Parrish’s two 
free throws stopped that run with 50 
seconds left in the quarter. 

“We weren’t aggressive enough in 
the first half in attacking the basket,” 
Stone said. “We did a good job of 
throwing the ball over top of their 
press and breaking it, but we got noth¬ 
ing out of it. “ 

Dragons’ coach Chris Blaydes 
agreed with Stone’s assessment of the 
game’s opening eight minutes. 

“Bardstown is a young team and

we wanted to come out and put some 
pressure on them,” he said.

the boards. 

“Coach tells me to just go get 
rebounds,” he said. “I don’t worry 
about points because we have other 
guys to do that.

She is 
also charged with first- 
degree robbery, first-degree 
assault, possession of mari¬ 
juana, third-degree posses¬ 
sion of a controlled sub¬ 
stance, first offense, and 
possession of legend drugs. 

Barnes is accused of 
backing up a truck while 
Julia H. Auberry was stand¬ 
ing inside the vehicle’s open 
door. The incident reported¬ 
ly occurred in the driveway 
of Auberry’s residence at 
131 Sunset Drive July 22, 
2011. Police reported that 
Auberry’s son, Ernest 


Auberry, was at the scene 
and stated Barnes had tried 
to take his wallet. Julia 
Auberry had reportedly fol¬ 
lowed Barnes into the drive¬ 
way to confront her. 

Auberry died nearly two 
months later. The Louisville 
Medical Examiner’s Office 
ruled the death a homicide, 
the result of complications 
from blunt impact injuries 
to the head sustained in the 
July 22 encounter. 

Barnes pleaded not 
guilty to the charge of wan¬ 
ton murder in Nelson 
Circuit Court Dec. 22. At 
that time, Judge Charles 
Simms also overruled her 
motion to reduce her 
$250,000 cash bond.

Charity group creates bedding for region’s homeless through painstaking process 


Jesus commands his followers to 
give of themselves to the poor numer¬ 
ous times throughout the Gospels. 

It’s a command a group of local arti¬ 
sans takes to heart then pours back out 
with every painstaking stroke as they 
guide their crochet hooks through loop 
after loop, chain after chain. 

“We didn’t realize there were that 
many people out there who were home¬ 
less,” said Linda Keeling on a January 
afternoon at First Cedar Creek Baptist 
Church as she neatly folded, cut, then 
tied together strip after strip of plastic 
grocery bags. 

Keeling’s part is the earliest stage of 
the process, a process that after about 
three weeks will result in a 3 foot by 6 
foot plastic mat, big enough for most 
folks to sleep on, which are then passed 
on to area homeless folks through an 
interdenominational charity ministry, 

River City Love Squad. 

Two and a half weeks is about the 
absolute fastest one can be complete. 

“That’s if she stops to cook,” Keeling 

said, referring to Dorothy Rhodes, who, along with Bobbie Sorrell, learned the 
process from one of Sorrell’s relatives who attends a LaRue County church. Rhodes 
has seen seven of the mats, including crocheted carrying ties, and just began her 
eighth. 

The group of 10-12 women at First Cedar Creek meet weekly for a few hours, but a 
lot of the craftwork is take-home work as well. Sorrell and Rhodes began teaching the 
First Cedar Creek group in July, and it has grown into something akin to an old-time 
quilting bee, where the ladies trade stories and grow friendships through their labors

of love. 

The long strips of multi-colored bags — mostly white or tan or brown, but green 
and some other brighter colors sometimes enter into the mix — ultimately result in 
surprisingly ornate designs, given the source material. 

“I think that’s what keeps me interested,” Rhodes says. After getting done with one, 
“I say, T think I’ll do this one different.’ You’re anxious to see what it’s going to look 
like. ... 

“When you’re through with it, you say, ‘Praise the Lord,’ she added with a smile.” 

Breaking down the numbers, each mat requires about 750 plastic bags, with five 
bags per row and two rows for every inch. It takes 144 rows to complete a mat. 

With that many bags consumed per mat, it might seem like it would be difficult 
just to have enough source material. But as word has grown, church members have 
collected their leftover bags, as have students at Bardstown Primary School — 
“They’ve gotten so excited about that,” Keeling said, “they cut them for us now” — 
and various stores in town have also been exceedingly generous. Large-scale recy¬ 
cling is a side benefit of the process. 

“We could not have done it without them,” Keeling said. 

Two rooms at the First Cedar Creek educational building are rapidly filling with 
large garbage bags full of the smaller bags, and more arrive all the time, Rhodes 
said. 

The crochet work is time-consuming; the women investing a little piece of them¬ 
selves in each loop. “You have to take a break for a bit because your hands can go 
numb,” Sorrell said, shaking it off. 

“It makes you feel good about helping,” knowing someone in need will have a lit¬ 
tle bit drier place to sleep that night, said Helen Muncy, who had never crocheted 
before joining the group. “I learned something new.” 

First Cedar Creek Baptist Minister Tim Lucas said the ladies have found their 
purpose with their gifts, and they’re making a difference in the lives of someone 
who might not have much going for them. 

“It’s energized our missions programs,” he said. “People who are not with our 
church are calling and asking about it. 

Not everyone in the weekly gathering is a First Cedar Creek member; some will 
take their new skills back to their churches and grow their own groups. Ideally, 
some members say, some of the mats will also end up in the hands of needy folks in 
Nelson County as well.
